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OBSERVATIONS 


ON    THE 


Regiam  Majejlatetn, 


^  g  "^HE  Regiam  MajeJIatcm  bears  {o  great 
g  a  refemblance  to  a  book,  wrote,  as 
the  Englilli  maintain,  by  Ranulph 
de  Glan^ille,  who  was  Lord  Chief  Juflice  of 
England  from  the  i  i8o  to  the  1 189,  that  it 
mud  be  evident  to  every  perfon  who  in- 
fpeds  thofe  two  books,  that  the  one  is  made 
up  or  rather  copied  from  the  other.  Hence 
arifes  a  queRion,  confciTedly  difficult,  Which 
of  thefe  two  books  is  the  copy,  and  which 
is  the  original  ?  The  determination  of  this 
queftion  is  the  more  difficult  upon  this  ac- 
count, that  it  appears  the  nerfbn,  whoever 
he  was,  that  compofed  the  one  of  thefe 
books  out  of  the  materials  of  the  other,  did 
all  that  was  in  his  power  to  cover  the  fraud. 
And  this  has  fo  far  had  the  defired  effedt, 
that  learned  men  have  appeared  on  both 
fides  of  the  queftion  ;  and  the  evidence  pro- 
duced  by   either  party  being   but   ilender,

people  have  thought  themfelves  at  Uberty 
to  determine  it  according  to  their  wifhes 
and  incUnations.  Craig  and  Lord  Stair 
have  gone  into  the  opinion,  That  the  Regiam 
Majcjiatem  is  not  a  book  of  Scottiih  law, 
but  is  merely  a  tranfcript  of  Glanville's 
book.  On  the  other  hand,  Sir  John  Skene, 
Sir  James  Dalrymple,  Mr  James  Anderfon, 
and  others,  have  maintained,  That  the  Re- 
gia?n  Majcjiatem  is  a  book  of  Scottifh  law, 
and  was  wrote  in  the  days  of  David  I.  who 
reigned  from  the  1 124  to  the  1 153. 

In  coniidering  this  quefliion,  the  writer 
of  thefe  few  pages  remembered,  that  fraud 
is  a  thing  not  eafy  to  be  concealed  ;  and 
that  thofe  very  arts  which  are  employed  to 
cover  it,  have  often  the  contrary  efFe(5l, 
and  afford  the  higheft  evidence  of  the  im- 
poflure.  For  this  reafon,  he  thought  it 
worth  his  pains  attentively  to  perufe  the 
two  books,  imagining  that  fome  evidence 
might  be  gathered  from  them  for  determi- 
ning the  difpute  ;  efpecially  as  Craig  had  faid 
in  general,  that,  from  comparing  the  two 
books,  it  was  fo  plain,  that  the  Regiam  Maje- 
Jlatem  v^^as  a  tranfcript  of  Glanville's  book, 
"  ut  ne  caecum  quidem  latere  poflit  *."    And

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certainly,  if,  from  this  comparifon,  there 
arifes  any  fuch  evidence,  it  merits  a  very 
particular  regard  ;  becaufe  intrlnfic  evidence 
is  always  of  great  weight,  and  lofes  no- 
thing by  time  ;  and  is  the  more  valuable  in 
a  cafe  of  this  nature,  wiiere  other  evidence 
is  fo  fcarce  and  fo  uncertain. 

Before  we  come  to  the  reflik^f  the  in- 
quiry, we  may  premife  an  obfervation  or 
two.  Glanviile  has  been  held,  by  the  anti- 
quaries of  England,  to  be  the  firil  who  re- 
duced their  laws  to  a  fyflem  * ;  and  the 
Englifli  law-book  now  in  our  view  has  been 
always  held  as  this  fyflem,  and  has  borne 
Glanville's  name  ;  and  it  alfo  has  his  name 
in  the  fc/Ie  of  fome  of  the  brieves  of  the 
firft  book  f .  Tlie  author  cf  the  Regiam 
Potejiatcm  could  fay,  when  he  wrote,  "  Tem- 
"  pore  H.  Regis  avi  Dom.  Regis."  lib.  9. 
^ap.  13.  et  alibi;  which  anfwers  to  Hen- 
ry II.'s  time :  and  as  it  was  wrote  after  the 
20th  of  the  King,  lib.  13.  cap.  4.  6'  5.  it 
appears  to  be  wrote  when  Glanviile  was 
Chief  Jufliciar.  Whereas  the  Regiam  Ma- 
jejlatem^  though  a  book  of  the  greateft  im-

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portancc,    containing,    as   is   faid,  the  laws 
of  the  kingdom,  wrote,  at  the  command  of 
King  David  *,  by  fome  famous   lawyer,  is 
owned  by  no  body  ;   and,  notwithflanding 
all  the  noife  that  a  work  fo  new  muft  have 
made    in    Scotland,  yet    its   author    is    not 
mentioned  by  any  one  hiftorian.     This   of 
itfelf    is    a    fufpicious     circumftance  :     the 
work    is    anonymous,    which    agrees    well 
with  its  being   an    impofture.     Glanville's 
work  bears  his  name,  which  is  a  prefump- 
tion  at  leaffc   in  his  favour,  that  he  was  the 
compofer  of  it ;  and  it  does   not  wd\   ap- 
pear,   if  the   Reg'tam    Majfjlatem    had  been 
wrote   in   St  David's   days,    how  Glanville 
could,    fb    foon    thereafter,    have    had   the 
boldnefs  to  republilli  it,  and  pafs  it  for  his 
own,  in  a  kingdom  too   that  lay  fo   near, 
and  with  which  our  anceftors  had  fo  much 
correfpondence. 

We  proceed  to  another  fufpicion,  per- 
haps of  fome  more  weight.  It  is  obfer- 
vable,  that  Glanville's  work  is  divided,  and 
irideed  naturally  divided,  into  fourteen  fe- 
parate  books  or  treatifes,  concerning  diRindl

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matters ;  and  thefe  follow  one  another  in 
order,  agreeably  to  the  divifions  intimated 
in  cap,  2.  6^  3.  of  the  firft  book.  But  the 
Regiam  Majejiatem  is  divided  only  into  four 
books,  which  are  for  the  moft  part  compo- 
fed  of  thofe  fourteen  of  Glanville's.  This 
divifion  could  not  at  all  be  natural ;  and  no 
good  reafon  can  be  given  why  it  fhoukl 
have  been  chofen,  but  this,  that  it  was  de- 
figned  to  cover  the  impoflure :  for,  except 
upon  this  account,  it  might  have  been  of 
any  other  number  than  four  ;  and,  with 
the  greateft  propriety,  fhould  have  been 
compofed  of  fourteen  books,  according  to 
the  method  laid  down  by  Glanville. 

Although  the  order  of  treating  mat- 
ters, and  the  matters  treated  of,  in  both 
books,  be  generally  the  (iime  ;  yet  they  arc 
fometimes  different ;  and  when  they  differ, 
the  tranfpofitions  in  the  Regiam  Majeftatan 
feem  unaccountable.  There  are  infcrted, 
with  little  art  or  conne(51:on,  into  the  Re- 
giam Majejiatem^  pieces  treatnig  of  matters 
quite  foreign  to  the  proceffes  there  treated 
of.  The  inftances  of  tranfpofitions  are 
thefe  :  The  Reg.  Maj.  lib,  i.  cap.  3.  §  3. 
makes  mention  of  a  plea  for  not  keeping  a 
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final  agreement  of  a  procefs  after  it  was- 
made  in  court.  This  plea  is  the  third  pro- 
cefs mentioned  in  that  chapter,  and  accor- 
dingly it  ought  to  have  been  treated  in  the 
third  place  ;  but  in  Reg.  Maj,  cap,  27.  it  is 
treated  of  before  the  fecond  procefs  men- 
tioned in  the  faid  cap.  3.  lib.  i.  And  it  is 
pretty  remarkable,  that  it  is  treated  of  there 
in  a  manner  fo  fuperficial  as  not  to  be  in- 
telligible ;  whereas  it  is  moft  difl:hi(flly 
treated  of  by  Glanville.  Thus  alfo  the  cap. 
23.  of  the  3d  book  of  the  Reg'mm  Majejla- 
tem  feems  to  come  in  there  fomewhat  odd- 
ly ;  whereas  it  comes  in  very  naturally  in 
Glanville,  lib.  8.  cap.  9.  ei'<:.  Thefe  are  in- 
fiances  of  tranfpofitions  :  But  the  inftances  of 
pieces  unnaturally  inferted,  and  foreign  to 
the  matters  in  queftion,  are  rather  more  fre- 
quent. Such  are  cap.  2.  16.  17.  18.  19.  20. 
Reg.  Maj,  lib.  i.  ;  and  fuch  alfo  are  the 
cap.  28.  29.  30.  31.  of  the  fame  book,  and 
from  the  id  to  the  i  ith  chapter  of  the  2d 
book,  and  15th  chapter  of  that  book» 
And,  to  finifh  the  obfervation  on  this  head, 
from  cap.  9.  to  the  end  of  the  4th  book  of 
the  Regiam  MajeJIatem^  various  inconliften- 
cies  appear ;  things  are  treated  of,  which 
were  not  mentioned   in  the  diftribution  of 
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the  work  in  the  beginning  of  the  firft  book, 
and  which  are  quite  foreign  to  the  points 
or  crimes  there  to  be  treated. 

One  may  obferve  at  firfl,  that,  in  the 
very  beginning,  the  Regiam  Majejiatem  and 
Glanville's  book  differ  concerning  the  courts 
before  which  feveral  adlions  are  to  be 
brought.  But  when  the  Regiam  Majejiatem 
comes  to  treat  of  thefe  adlions,  it  contra- 
didls  itfelf,  and  lays  the  proceffes,  not  be- 
fore the  courts  it  had  mentioned  in  the  be- 
ginning, but  before  the  courts  which  Glan- 
ville's book  had  faid  were  the  proper  courts. 
In  the  beginning  of  both  of  the  books,  the 
diftindlion  is  made  betwixt  pleas  which  be- 
long to  the  crown,  and  thofe  which  belong 
to  the  fheriff,  in  criminal  matters ;  and 
Glanville  goes  on  in  the  fame  regular  way 
to  fhow,  what  civil  caufes  come  before  the 
King's  court.  Now,  thofe  pleas  which 
Glanville  fays  are  tried  in  the  King's  court, 
are,  by  the  Regiam  Majejiatem^  faid  to  be- 
long to  the  Iheriff;  though,  when  they 
come  to  be  treated  of  in  the  Regiam  Majejia- 
tem^ they  are  faid  to  pertain  to  the  King's 
court,  in  oppofition  to  that  of  the  flieriff. 
Thus  the  placitum  de  dehitis  laicorum^  which, 
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in  the  Reg,  Ma),  lib.  i.  cap.  3.  §  6.  is  faid 
to  pertain  to  the  IherifF,  is,  by  Glanville, 
lib.  I.  cap.  3.  faid  to  belong  to,  and  to  be 
tried  by  the  King's  court,  in  oppofition  to 
that  of  the  flierifF.  But  yet  this  procefs, 
when  treated  of  in  the  Reg.  Ma/.  lib.  3. 
cap.  I.  is  there,  agreeably  to  Glanville's 
diftin(5lion,  and  to  what  he  fays  again 
when  he  treats  of  it  more  particularly  lib. 
ID.  cap.  I.  made  to  pertain  ad  coronam  Re- 
gis;  the  very  phrafe  which  both  books  ufe 
in  the  beginning  to  point  out  the  King's 
court,  in  oppofition  to  that  of  the  fheriff, 
when  criminal  caufes  are  divided  betwixt 
thefe  two  courts.  Again,  the  placitum  de 
tertia  parte  midierum  is  in  Reg.  Mnj.  lib.  i. 
cap.  3.  §  2.  made  to  pertain  to  the  flierifF, 
although  (which  is  alfo  an  abfurdity)  the 
placitum  de  dotibus^  which  is  the  fame  plea, 
is  made  to  belong  to  the  eccleiiaftic  court, 
by  cap.  2.  ej.  lib.  §  i.  But  when  it  is  treat- 
ed oi  Reg.  Maj.  lib.  2.  cap.  16.  there,  agree- 
ably to  Glanville's  book,  lib.  i.  cap.  6.  it  is 
made  to  pertain  to  the  King's  jufliciar,  §  21. 
25.  37.  Si'  ^'^'  ^^  ^'^  Glanville,  lib.  6, 
cap.  I.  6t.  Thefe  are  direcl  inftances  ; 
fomc  more  indirecft  ones  fqem  to  occur,  as 
Jxeg.  Maj.  lib.  I.  cap.  27.  §  i.  and  cap.    15. 
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^  3.  and  lib  3.  cap.  20.  which  feem  to  fup- 
pofe,  that  the  pleas  there  mentioned  are 
treated  of  in  the  King's  court,  and  not  in 
the  fheriff's,  contrary  to  what  is  faid  of 
them  in  the  beginning  of  the  Regiai7i  Maje- 
JIatem. 

It  appears,  that,  though  the  treatifes  on 
each  plea  are  diflincV  in  Glanville  ;  yet  they 
are  all  confounded  in  the  Regiom  Mojejlatan^ 
by  being  injudicioufly  comprifed  in  four 
books,  as  has  been  already  obferved.  But 
ftill  they  are  cited  and  referred  to  in  the 
Reg'iam  Majejlatem  as  diftincl  treatifes  or 
books.  This  was  proper  in  Glanville  ;  but 
highly  improper,  and  not  to  be  accounted 
for  in  the  Regiam  Majejlatem^  unlefs  we 
fuppofe  that  it  happened  through  inadver- 
tency in  copying  it  from  Glanville.  Thus, 
Reg.  Maj.  lib.  3.  cap.  29.  §  12.  the  treatife 
Of  Marriage  is  cited  ;  and  lib.  2.  cap.  1 1.  §  6. 
the  treatife  De  Loquelis  ;  and  lib.  3.  cap.  21. 
§  12.  the  treatife  Of  Warrants ;  and  lib.  i. 
cap.  23.  §  ////.  the  Liber  de  debit  is  is  cited. 
All  which  treatifes  are  feparate  treatifes  or 
books  in  Glanville,  but  are  indifcriminate- 
ly  treated  of  in  the  Regiam  Majefatem'. 

But 
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But  againft  this  lafl  argument  it  may  be 
urged,  That,  even  in  Glanville,  lib,  13. 
cap,  15.  the  treatife  De  hertdihus  minorlbus 
is  cited,  although  there  be  no  fuch  feparate 
treatife  ;  for  the  lib.  7.  which  treats  of  that 
matter,  is  cited  by  Glanville,  lib.  13.  cap.  1 1. 
as  a  treatife  concerning  marriage.  The  an- 
fwer  is,  That  thefe  treatifes  are  fo  nearly 
conne<5led,  that  the  fame  book  neceffarily 
comprehended  both ;  fo  that  it  might  well 
be  cited  as  a  treatife  upon  either  marriage 
or  heirs-minors. 

It  may  be  alfo  remarked,  That  although 
Glanville's  book  be  more  complete  than 
the  Regiam  Majejlatcm^  yet,  befides  the  in- 
terpolations already  mentioned,  it  wants 
fome  things  that  are  in  the  Regiam  Majefla- 
tem^  which  yet  agree  to  the  points  there 
treated  of.  Thus,  upon  every  plea,  Glan- 
ville has  a  feries  of  brieves,  all  in  their  pro- 
per places ;  which  are  almofh  wholly  omit- 
ted in  the  Regiam  Majejlatem^  (except  in  the 
fingle  part  which  concerns  terces),  and  of- 
ten very  abruptly,  fo  that  the  omifTion  is 
quite  evident.  On  the  other  hand,  Gan- 
ville  has  fome  queries,  in  different  parts  of 
his  book,  which  are  not  anfwered  by  him, 
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though  thefe  are  anfwered  in  the  Regiam 
Majejiatem.  Thus,  Glanville,  I'lh,  i  o.  cap,  1 8. 
ftates  a  point,  which  is  anfwered  Reg,  Maj. 
lib,  3.  cap.  14.  §  15.  More  inflances  of 
this  appear  from  Glanville,  lib,  7*  cap.  16. 
compared  with  Reg,  Maj.  lib,  2,  cap,  52, 
§  2.;  and  Glanville,  lib.  10.  cap.  13.  jz/ 
^w.  compared  with  Reg.  Maj,  lib,  3.  cap,  9. 
§  7.;  and  Glanville,  lib,  u.  £-^^.  5.  ad  Jin, 
compared  with  i?^^.  Maj,  lib.  3.  r^^.  1 9.  §  2. 

ad  Jin, Thefe   things    coincide   entirely 

with  the  fuppofition,  that  Glanville's  book 
was  an  original  ;  but  feem  wholly  incom- 
patible with  its  being  a  tranfcript  of  the 
Regiam  Majejlatem,  For  it  would  have  been 
very  ftrange,  if  Glanville  had  copied  the 
queftions,  and  yet  omitted  the  anfwers. 
But  it  may  be  eafily  fuppofed,  that  the  com- 
pofer  of  the  Regiam  Majejlatem  might  frame 
anfwers  to  a  few  of  Glanville's  queflions  ; 
and  it  would  have  been  extremely  ftrange, 
if  Glanville  had  framed,  all  at  once,  a  i^t 
of  brieves,  to  anfwer  a  treatife  made  not 
in  his  own  country  ;  but  it  is  very  fuppofe- 
able,  that,  though  the  Scots  and  Englifh 
laws  were  anciently  pretty  fimilar,  yet  that 
in  all  things  they  were  not  fo  ;  and  that 
the  brieves   in  Glanville  might   not  corre- 
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fpond  to  the  Scottlfli  forms,  which  made  it 
proper  not  to  infert  them  in  the  Regiam 
Majejlattm  :  And  this  may  be  fufpedled  to 
have  been  the  cafe  of  the  procefs  De  Jine 
fa6io  in  curia  non  ohfervato^  fo  flightly  men- 
tioned in  the  Regiam  Majejiatem,  and  fo  fully 
treated  of  by  Glanville. 

There  are  mentioned  in  Glanville's 
book  *  fome  laws  which  relate  particular- 
ly to  the  Englifh  cufloms  ;  and  there  is 
proof,  that  thefe  prevailed  in  England  at 
Henry  II/s  days  :  but  there  is  no  proof, 
that  there  were  fuch  laws  in  Scotland  at 
that  time.  Such  is  the  law  which,  he  fays, 
took  place  concerning  reliefs  ;  that,  in  feodo 
militis^  it  was  i  oo  fhiilings  ;  and  that  there 
was  nothing  afcertained  in  baronies,  but  it 
was  there  at  the  King's  pleafure  to  take 
what  he  thought  fit.  And  this  tallies  ex- 
actly with  the  charters  of  King  John,  and 
the  Magna  Chart  a ;  which  firfl  fixed  this 
quantity  of  thefe  reliefs  of  baronies,  which 
all  the  hiftorians  and  antiquaries  of  Eng- 
land f  agree  were  till  then  arbitrary.  There 
is  yet  another  law^  in   Glanville  and  the  Re-

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giam  Majejiatem  *,  That,  by  the  cuftom  of 
the  kingdom,  fubfequent  marriage  had  not 
the  effe(5l  of  legitimating  children  begotten 
in  concubinage.  That  this  was  the  law  of 
England  about  the  time  of  Henry  II.  may 
appear,  independent  of  other  authorities, 
from  this,  that,  in  the  ftatute  of  Henry  III. 
commonly  called  Statut,  de  Merton.  cap.  9. 
there  is  mention  made  of  this  law  as  at  that 
time  the  eftablifhed  law  of  that  country  : 
for,  when  the  bifliops  and  all  the  clergy 
intreated  the  earls  and  barons  to  have  it  al- 
tered, they  anfwered,  "  Quod  nolunt  leges 
"  Angliae  mutari,  quae  hucufque  ufitatae 
"  funt  et  approbatae."  And  this  continues 
to  be  law  in  England  till  this  day,  although 
it  is  contrary  to  the  Canon  and  Civil  law. 
But  there  is  no  good  reafon  to  believe,  that 
this  was  law  in  Scotland,  at  that  or  any  o- 
ther  time. 

The  refult  of  the  whole  feems  to  be  pret- 
ty certain.  That  the  Regtam  Majejiatem  is  a 
book  copied  from  Glanville.

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THE  oldefl  writings  in  Anderfon's  Diplo- 
niata,  are  in  Duncan's  time,  1094  or  fo. 
But  they  are  to  Monks  and  of  doubtful  autho- 
rity. Monks  could  forge,  and  it  is  fuppofed 
they  did  fo,  without  fcruple ;  and  it  was  not 
then  eafy  to  deted  frauds  in  writing,  when  not 
one  in  the  kingdom  but  clergymen  could  write, 
as  the  marks  of  crolles,  inftead  of  fubfcrip- 
tions  of  the  kings  and  nobles,  do  clearly  de- 
monftrate. 

This  difficulty  of  deteding  forp:eries,  is  now 
increafed  by  the  length  of  time,  and  the  fcar- 
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city  of  writs  certainly  authentic.  The  olded 
writ  to  a  layman,  in  Anderfon's  Diplomata,  is 
by  Malcolm  IV.  circa  ann.  1153,  '  Waltero 
'  filio  Alani  meo  Senefchallo.'  The  grant  of 
the  Senefcallatus  by  Malcolm  to  this  Walter,  is 
engrofTed  in  Crawfurd's  hi  (lory  of  the  Steuarts, 
and  dated,  as  he  reckoned,  in  1158. 

Robert  the  Bruce's  (latutes  1 3 1 9  appear  in  the 
Cartulary  of  i^rbroth,  in  the  Advocates  Libra- 
ry, nearly  as  printed  by  Skene  in  1 609.  Thefe 
may  be  held  to  be  genuine,  as  in  great  monafte- 
ries  it  was  proper  to  preferve  copies  of  the  laws. 

But,  ftridlly  fpeaking,  there  is  no  authentic 
copy  extant  of  any  of  the  laws  of  Scotland 
1400.  before  the  time  of  Robert  III.  Sir  John 
Skene  publifhed  his  tracfl,  de  Verhorum  Signl- 
ficatione^  in  1597.  He  fays,  in  a  note  at  the 
end  of  that  tracft,  that  the  itatutes  of  Robert 
III.  were  then  extant  in  the  regifter.  He  pu- 
bliflied  thefe  ftatutes  in  1 609 ;  and  we  may, 
therefore,  confider  them  as  authentic. 

Before  the  art  of  printing  was  invented,  the 
a<5ls  of  parliament  muft  have  been  very  imper- 
fe(5lly  promulgated  to  the  people. 

Indeed, 
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Indeed,  before  the  time  of  James  I.  all  the 
laws  were  in  Latin,  by  which  means  they  could 
be  accurately  known  only  by  the  clergy. 

Yet  there  feems  to  have  been  fbme  attention 
given  to  the  publilhing  of  the  laws.  Thus 
Robert  the  Bruce  ordered  his  laws  to  be  pu- 
blilhed,  and  in  open  cowi't^  prima Jiatuta,  R.  i. 
a°.  regni  13".  ad  fin.  and  there  is  in  one  of  the 
curious  manufcripts  given  by  Lord  Auchinleck 
to  the  Advocates  Library,  (W.  4.  Ult".)  a  copy 
of  a  writ  by  James  L  under  the  Privy  Seal 
containing  the  acts  of  his  parliaments,  dated 
27th  May,  in  the  27th  year  of  his  reign,  ad- 
drelTed  to  all  llieriffs,  &c.  to  caufe  thefe  laws 
to  be  obferved. 

And  the  lad  ccl  of  James  II.  1457,  com- 
mands all  fheriffs  and  commiilioners  of  bo- 
roughs, to  caufe  copy  the  acls,  and  to  proclaim 
them,  that  they  may  not  pretermit  the  obferv- 
ing  them. 

But  flill  the  acls  of  parliament  could  not  be 
well  known,  till  they  were  printed  by  authori- 
ty, and  difperfcd  among  the  peopL 
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The  ads  of  the  parliaments  1535  and  1540, 
were  the  firft  acls  of  parhament  printed.  This 
was  done  in  the  reign  of  James  V.  in  the  year

They  are  in  foho,  beautifully  printed  by 
Thomas  Davidfon,  1 8th  February  1 54 1 .  There 
is  a  fine  copy  of  this  book  in  the  Advocates 
Libiary  ;  it  is  on  vellum,  and  in  the  Saxon 
characler.  There  is  no  other  copy  known. 
Notice  is  taken  of  this  edition  in  both  the  edi- 
tions of  the  adls  of  parliament,  printed  in  i  ^66. 
fol.  142.  verfo. 

Ames,  in  the  Hiftory  of  Printing,  (Herbert's 
edition,  page  148S),  mentions  an  edition  of  the 
adls  of  Queen  Mary's  parliament  1563,  printed 
by  Robert  Lekprevik.  Thefe  were  the  25 
ad^s  mentioned  in  the  editions  1566,  folio  180. 
This  is  alfo  very  rare. 

In  1566,  the  adls  of  the  five  James's,  and 
Queen  Mary,  were  printed  in  folio  by  the 
fame  Robert  Lekprevik.  Mr  James  Anderfon, 
in  the  general  preface  to  his  Collecftions  about 
Qiieen  Mary,,  gives  a  fliort  account  of  Lekpre- 
yik's  fecond  edition. 

The 
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The  acls  printed  by  Robert  Lekprevik,  and 
the  acls  before  the  1597,  are  now  fcarce.  In- 
deed a  compleat  copy  of  all  the  adls  before  Sir 
John  Skene  publillied  his  edition  in  1597,  has 
not  been  feen. 

And  it  is  very  lately  difcovered  that  Lekpre- 
vik  publifhed  two  editions  of  this  book,  and  it 
is  now  firft  announced  to  the  public,  that  al- 
though the  firft  contains  fome  ftatutes  not  in 
the  other,  yet  they  are  the  fame  book,  only 
the  firft  edition  is  fomewhat  caflrated  in  the 
fecond,  and  other  ftatutes  are  printed  to  fupply 
the  place  of  thofe  taken  away  ;  fo  that  both  of 
thefe  copies  are  neceffary  to  make  the  book 
compleat. 

The  firft  edition  is  dated  12th  Oclober  1566. 

This  is  very  rare.  There  is  no  copy  of  it 
in  the  Advocates  Library.  The  only  compleat 
copy  of  it  yet  feen  in  Scotland  is  in  my  poiFef- 
fion. 

This  copy  has  on  it  this  fignature,  T'homcs 
Randolph  for  my/on  Ihowas -,  holograph,  as  it 

feems, 
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feems,  of  Randolph  the  EngUfli  AmbalTador  to 
Scotland  at  the  time. 

This  firft  edition  is  particularly  curious,  be- 
caufe  it  contains  feveral  adts  on  religion,  not 
in  Lekprevik's  fecond  edition,  now  alfo  rare, 
which  is  dated  28th  November  1566. 

The  table  of  the  acfls  prefixed  to  both  of 
Lekprevik's  editions,  had  been  originally  form- 
ed on  a  fuppofition,  that  all  the  acfls,  which  ap- 
pear in  the  firft  edition,  were  to  be  publiihed; 
but  although,  before  the  table  was  printed,  it 
had  been  refolved  to  omit  thefe  a(fls,  and 
though  the  table  omits  thefe  acts,  and  the  titles 
of  them,  yet,  from  carelefsnefs,  it  ha.s  the  fub- 
fequent  numbers  as  they  ftood  originally.  So 
it  ftarts  at  once  from  No.  LXIII.  to  LXXII.  in 
James  V.  afls,  and  then  goes  on  according  to 
the  numbers  originally  made. 

But,  in  my  copy,  though  the  table  does  not 
mention  thefe  adls,  yet  they  appear  in  the  book 
itfelf,  which  is  compleat,  and  contains  the  adls 
from  No.  LXIII.  to  No.  LXXII,

The  a6ls  printed  by  Mr  Keith  in  his  hiftory, 
page  12,  13,  14,  and  15,  and  which  he  fays 
were  then  firft  printed,  are  all  in  this  firft  edi- 
tion ;  but  among  thefe  Mr  Keith  omits  the 
adl  concerning  the  Virgin  Mary.  It  is  difficult 
to  account  for  this,  as  the  a6l  was  before  his 
eyes  in  the  regifter,  and  he  prints  the  adl  pre- 
ceding and  the  adl  fubfequent  to  it. 

Indeed  Mr  Keith  is  inaccurate  alfo  in  the  fe- 
cond  adl,  which  he  fets  down  as  imprinted,  viz. 
the  ad  againfl  them  that  fuilains  the  procefs  of 
Curling  40  days  ;  for  it  appears  in  all  the 
printed  editions  of  the  ads  of  Parliament,  and 
the  next  acl  has  been  mifread  by  Mr  Keith,  thus 
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argou  is  printed  for  argun^  which  is  there  and 
in  the  record,  though  now  an  obfolete  word. 

Confafion  arifes  of  courfe  in  fuch  complicat- 
ed matters.  And  one  of  the  Duke  of  Rox- 
burgh's copies  of  the  black  a(!:ls,  has  the  laft 
leaf  as  of  the  firft  edition,  but  the  reft  of  the 
fecond  edition. 

.The  caflrated  ads  of  the  firft  edition  are,  as 
has  been  faid,  fupplied  by  others,  of  which  the 
titles  are  fet  down  in  laft  page  of  the  fecond 
edition. 

The  laft  of  Queen  Mary's  ads  is  the  decla- 
ration of  our  Sovereign  Ladys  perfedl  age, 
which  is  in  folio  CLXXXI.  of  the  fecond  edi- 
tion. But  it  is,  as  there  printed,  only  the  ad  of 
the  Lords  of  the  articles.  This  was  obferved 
and  corred:ed  by  the  ad  XVIII.  of  the  i  ft  Par- 
liament, of  King  James  VI.  of  the  edition  in 
the  Saxon  charader. 

Sir  John  Skene,however,  in  his  edition  1597, 
left  out  the  right  corredory  ad  of  James  VI.  and 
took  in  the  wrong  ad  that  was  thereby  corred- 
ed.     Hence  it  is  evident,  that  Sir  John  was  not 

B  very 
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very  careful  about  his  edition.  Anotlier  glaring 
inftance  of  his  carelefTnefs  appears  in  his  edition 
of  the  a(5l  90.  1457  page  45,  where  inftead  of 
pretermit  the  obferving  of  the  adls,  as  it  is  right- 
lyin  the  prior  edition,he  has  allowed  thegroffefl: 
error  poiTible  to  be  committed  by  the  changing 
the  word  'bretcrmit  into  permits 

Sir  John  is  alfo  blameable  for  mentioning  in 
a61:  1 14.  1592.  the  a(5l  ift  February  1551  as  an 
a6l  of  the  Queen  Regent,  when  by  the  ad^s 
1551  it  appears  plainly  that  it  was  in  the  time 
pf  the  Earl  of  Arran's  government. 

Sir  John  Skene  alfo  changed  thefpelUng  and 
titles  of  the  adls,  in  former  editions,  at  lead 
needlefsly. 

Gavin  Douglas,  in  his  tranflation  of  Virgil, 
written  in  150 1  {vide  his  life  prefixed  to  edi- 
tion 1 710)  p.  484,  prayed  That '  his  wourdis 
might  not  be  altered,'  and  profeffed  to  write  in 
the  language  of  the  Scottis  natioun  (vide  his 
preface  p.  4  51.)  And  yet  where  Scottis  was 
fcant,  16.  p.  5.  which  he  imputes  there  to  his 
ignorance  of  it,  he  fays  he  ufed  fome  baftard 
Latyne^  French,  and  Inglifh.     And  furely  the 

very 
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very  words  and  fpelling  of  the  acfls  of  Parlia- 
ment fhould  be  preferved,  although  our  legifla- 
tors  were  not,  it  feems,  fo  critical.  They  uied 
indifcriminatelyfor  our  vulgar  tongue  in  Queen 
Mary's  acfls  the  appellation  of  Englilli  tongue, 
Parliament  155 1.  C.  27.  and  in  1542.  Keith's 
hiflory  p.  36.  2i7^  Inglis  or  Scottis  are  ufed  as 
fynonymous. 

The  record  has  not  now  any  adls  preceding 
9th  0(ftober  1466,  nor  the  adls  of  King  James 
VI.  Parliament  ift  1567.  The  printed  editions 
of  thefe  adls  are  all  we  now  have  for  the  origi- 
nals; and  as  Skene  omits  no  lefs  than  eight  adls 
of  that  Parliament  1567,  we  now  have  for  thefe 
only  the  adls  in  the  Saxon  charadler,  of  which 
Lekprevik's  edition  is  the  moft  authentic. 

Sir  John  Skene  had,  however, the  merit  of  giv- 
ing, in  fome  refpedts,  a  fuller  and  more  com- 
pleat  copy  of  the  adls  than  exifted  in  print  be- 
fore his  time.  Thus  he  firft  printed  the  1 2th 
Parliament  of  King  James  III.  and  the  adls  of 
Parliament  1557  and  153  8,  which  were  not  in 
the  former  editions.  But  then  he  omitted  the 
words,  and  only  gave  the  titles  of  many  adls  in 
the  former  edition,  which,  as  ourftatutes  are  fo 

very 
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very  few,  he  ought  not  to  have  done.  And 
by  the  before  mentioned  adls,  omitted  in  the  fe- 
eond  edition  1566,  not  being  mentioned  by 
Skene  as  unprinted,  it  is  evident  Skene  made 
ufeof  that  edition;  indeed  when  both  thefe  edi- 
tions were  printed,  it  is  probable  he  was  at  his 
travels,  as  in  the  tradt  de  Vtrb.  Signification e^ 
voce  pede  pulverofus^  he  fays  he  was  at  Cracow 
in  1 569,and  atWirtenberg  academy  fevenyears 
(dedication  of  Latin  Regiam  Maj.  to  James  VI.) 

It  may  be  here  noticed  that  a  revocation 
by  Queen  Mary,  at  her  age  of  25,  is  mention- 
ed in  the  procedure  before  Queen  Ehzabeth, 
which  has  not  been  printed,  although,  as  the 
grant  of  the  Earldom  of  Murray  to  James 
Stuart  the  regent,  was  ratified  in  Parliament 
1 6th  April  1567,  Keith  p.  379,  that  revoca- 
tion does  not  fufficiently  prove  the  conclufion 
drawn  from  it.      Goodal,  v.  2.  p.  211.  214. 

The  privilege  of  printing  the  editions  of  the 
adls  in  1566,  is  in  fome  copies  only  in  the 
Queen's  name,  and,  in  all  the  copies  yet  feen,the 
commiflion  to  revife  the  laws,  is  in  the  Queen's 
name,  although  the  warrant  under  the  privy 

feal 
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feal  (agreeably  to  the  adls  of  council  on  the 
Queen's  marriage,  Keith  page  306  and  307)  is 
in  both  Henry  and  Mary's  name.  Goodal, 
vol.  I.  p.  239.  and  the  warrant  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  commiflion  to  revife  the  laws,  was 
probably  in  both  the  King  and  Queen's  names. 
But  it  is  not  now  extant.    ' 

The  reafon  is  this ;  the  immediate  warrants 
for  the  Chancellor's  appending  the  Great  Seal 
to  commifTions,  and  other  writes,  which  pafs 
on  fign  manuals  to  the  Keeper  of  that  Seal 
were  not,  and  as  yet  are  not,  kept  in  any  pub- 
lic repofitory.  They  remain  with  the  Chancellor 
or  keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  are  common- 
ly deftroyed,  fo  that  there  is  no  cheque  as  to 
writes  that  pafs  the  Great  Seal  Fcr  Saltum, 

How  the  variation  happened  between  the  war- 
rant toprint  in  the  record,and  the  printed  copies 
of  it,  is  not  now  certainly  known  But  it  is  mod 
probable  that  theProteftants  caufed  the  firfl:  edi- 
tion to  be  caftrated,  and  the  laws  in  favours  of 
Popery  to  be  left  out ;  and  as  it  was  maintain- 
ed, by  feme,  that  the  ads  naming  Henry  King, 
&.C.  were  beyond  the  Queen's  powers,  although 

Henrv, 
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Henry,  in  Bothwel's  trial,  and  in  ads  1567  and 
the  procedure  before  Queen  Elizabeth,  is  de- 
signed as  King,  it  may  be  fuppofed  they  caufed 
leave  his  name  out  of  the  privilege  to  print. 
And  it  is  certain,  that  there  are  more  copies 
without  his  name  than  copies  that  have  it. 

The  copy  which  I  have  of  the  firfl  edition, 
with  Thomas  Randolph's  name  holograph  on  it, 
the  one  in  the  Advocates  Library  and  the  Earl 
of  Kinnoul's  copy  with  the  publifhers  name  Ed- 
ward Henryfon  holograph  on  them,  and  the  copy 
which  Mr  M'Gowan  has  with  the  holograph 
name  of  George  Earl  of  Huntly,  who  was  Chan- 
cellor,have  all  the  privilege  in  theQueen's  name 
only ;  and  yet  it  feems  both  editions  1 566  were 
printed  in  the  lifetime  of  Henry  Darnly. 

It  is  obfervable  that,  the  firfl  edition  1566, 
bears  that  the  adls  were  extra<5led  by  Sir  James 
Balfour  at  the  command  of  our  Soveranis  Lord 
and  Lady  by  him  as  clerk  oithair  hienefs  Regi- 
fler ;  but  in  the  2d  edition  he  is  defigned  only 
as  clerk  of  her  hienes  Regifter. 

Afterwards,  the  adsof  James  VI.  Parliaments 
till  the  1597,  were  printed  from  time  to  time, 

all 
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all  In  the  Saxon  characler,  from  whence  they 
got  the  name  of  the  black  a6ls.  But  thefe  dif- 
ferent publications  are  not  all  now  co  be  met 
v/ith. 

I  have  a  copy  of  the  acls  of  Parliament  1594, 
but  it  wants  the  title  and  the  laft  leaf,  and  the 
table.  This  mail  have  been  printed  before  Par- 
liament 1597.  For,  in  the  acl  correfponding  to 
that  numbered  202  in  Sir  John  Skene's  edition, 
it  has  a  claufe  fpecially  annulling  the  deeds  by 
W.  Earl  of  Angus,  George  Earl  of  Huntly, 
Frances  Earl  of  Errol,  and  Sir  Patrick  Gordon 
of  Auchindown,  therein  mentioned  to  be  for- 
feited in  that  Parliament,  and  the  forfeiture  be- 
ing refcinded  in  1597,  this  claufe  was  thereafter 
left  out. 

In  the  year  1597,  Sir  John  Skene,  the  then 
Clerk  Regifter,  publiflied  an  edition  of  the  adls 
of  Parliament  preceding  that  year  in  the  Ro- 
man characfler.  The  types  are  very  good;  and 
in  the  large  paper  it  is  an  elegant  book.  Of 
this  there  is  a  very  fine  copy  in  the  Advocates 
Librarv. 

The 
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The  adls  of  Parliament  1 641,  and  fubfequent 
aS.s  before  the  reftoration,  were  alfo  printed. 
They  came  to  be  of  little  or  no  ufe  after  the 
refcifTory  adls  of  Charles  II.  1661.  C.  15.  yet 
fiill  they  are  curious  ;  and  are  not  often  to  be 
met  with  compleat.

THE  ancient  records  of  Scotland  have  met  with  fd 
many  difafters,  and  are  fo  little  known,  that  one  who 
wifljes  to  be  infornned  of  the  flate  of  that  country  in 
older  times,  is  neceffitated  painfully  to  pick  up  any  know- 
ledge that  can  be  got  of  it  from  the  records  of  other 
countries,  or  the  hints  that  arife  from  the  cartularies  of 
religious  houfes.  Yet  there  are  ftill  fome  curious  records 
in  Scotland.  Among  thefe  the  oldeft  public  accounts  of 
the  kingdom  feem  to  merit  particular  regard  :  Thefe  are, 
therefore,  now  publiflied  ;  and  with  them,  by  way  of  Ap- 
pendixes, four  other  papers  that  feemed  curious.  The 
firft  is,  perhaps,  the  earliefl  notice  of  Coal  in  Scotland. 
The  fecond  proves,  that,  in  the  days  of  Alexander  II. 
the  name  of  King  Culen  was  known  by  tradition.  The 
third  may  throw  fome  ligbt  on  the  ereftion  of  lands  into 
a  lordfhip,  to  a  Lord  of  Parliament.  The  fourth  is  the 
only  paper  in  Scotland,  yet  known  to  the  publiflier,  in 
which  unciata  terree  is  mentioned.  It  was  found  at  the 
fearch  made  fome  years  ago,  by  authority  from  the 
Court  of  SelHon,  into  the  hogfliesds  in  the  Regifler- 
office.  An  able  antiquarian  may  find,  even  in  this  fmall 
collection,  much  matter  of  nice  difcuffion.  The  Pub- 
liflier gives  the  text,  but  leaves  it  to  others  to  make  the 
commentary.  If  this  publication  fliall  incite  others  to 
exhibit  to  the  public  yet  more  curious  papers,  the  preat. 
end  propofed  by  the  publifher  is  gained.  Errors  hx 
copying  old  writings,  and  in  printing  them,  are  almofl 
impofDble  to  be  avoided  ;  it  is  hoped,  therefore,  they 
will  be  excufed.
